Conrinurne our resumé of the Blue Book 
containing ‘Further Correspondence 
relating to the complaints of, the mercan- 
tile community in Hongkong against.the 
action of certain revenue oruisers in the 
neighbourhood of the Colony,” presented 
to Parliament on the 8th August last, 
we have to deal to-day with some im- 
portant despatches from Sir Brooke 
Robertson, the Colonial Office, and the 
Government here, with reapeot to the 
duties levied by the Chinese at the 
“blockade” stations round Hongkong, 
Sir Brooke Roberteon, it. is evident from 
these despatches, has constituted himself 
the Hoppo's “special pleader,” Not 
that we altogether blame Sir Brooke 
on: this account. As Her. Majesty's 
Congul at Canton’it is perhaps his 
duty, in discussions of this kind, to put 
the Hoppo's case forward in the way in 
which it ia regarded by that high funo- 
tionary himself. Sir Brooke, however, 
has identified himeelf far too‘closely with 
the views he advocates, and has apparent- 
ly adopted a8 his own, in some cases, 
arguments which can neither be regarded 
as creditable to his intelligence nor to the 
responsible position he holds. It must 
be quite refreshing to residents here to 
see how thoroughly and promptly the 
special views he advances_are disposed ‘of 
in turn by Earl Carnarvon, Sir Artbur 
Kennedy, and the unofficial members of 
the Legislative Conncil.. Sir Brooke 


, | seems to have intentionally or uninten- 
“| tionally raised the question, about which 


we have heard very little hitherto, whe- 
ther all the duties admittedly levied by 
the Viceroy on the trade of Hongkong 
are legitimate in their nature, It seems 
that. gobda carried .in Chinese junks 
between Chinese porte pay an. export 
duty ‘at the port of departure, and 
an import duty at the port of arrival, 
These duties aro called nei ti -shut, 
are’ lower than the. Foreign 
Tariff duties charged under—artiolé 
XXIV. of the Treaty of Tientsin on 
goods exported or imported by British 
merchants at the Treaty ports, Sir 
Brooke Robertson states:that by the 
Chinese regulations “produce exported 
from any port if the four lower prefeo- 
tures of the province for a foreign port

by the “Chinese traders in the Colony.

TAR ABALTH OF THE OMINA 
’ PUBET, : 
‘The Roport on the Health of the Squadron 
on the Ohina Station during the year 1676 
has just’ been published, The- squadron 
comprised twenty-two ‘veneels, vid., O19 
iron-olad, three sixth-rate, one a aop, twelve 
gun-vessela,. one surveying vessel, one 
despatch. vessel, two gunboata, and ono 
receiving-ship . permanently ptationed at 
Hongkong.. There ‘waa also a marine 
detachment for some portion of the time in 
Japan, The returas from twenty of these 
vessels wore for the whole twelve months ; 
and from the marine detachment for three 
months. The mean force corrected for time 
was 2,900, and the number of canes of 
disease and injury entored on tl 
4,606, which. 18 in the ratio of 1663 per 
1,0 0, being an increase compared with the 
preceding. yeur equal to 45.9 por 1,000. 
Of these, 128 were invalided, and 30 proved 
fatal, the former being in the. ratio of 44°1, 
and the latter of 10°8 per 1,000, Compared 
with the previous year, there was an. in 
crease in tho inva‘idiog . rate to the extent 
of 123 per 1,000, but a reduction in the 
ratio of mortality equal to 2 per: 1,000, 
Chere were, 204 cases of simple continued 
fever, ague, and recaittent fever.
